Two Cities Attack 
the Slum Evil 


The two greatest American cities are 


now both engaged in a real effort to 
solve the slum problem. The states of 
New York and Illinois have passed 
laws aimed to stimulate redevelop- 
ment of urban areas which have "gone 
back," especially in New York City 
and Chicago. 


Hitherto no city has been able to 


solve this problem. A central area 
of a city degenerates into a slum. But 
being central, values remain high. 
Private persons who might wish to 
buy tottering slum buildings to tear 
them down and replace them with 
modern, planned areas, cannot do so against it. 
with any chance of financial suc- 
cess. Such slum elimination as has 
been accomplished has usually had to 
come at government expense, in short 
at the expense of the general tax- 
payer. 


The new attack aims at creating 


conditions such that private capital 
will be able to function in the sit- 
uation. The New York act permits 
all municipalities in the slate to offer 
special inducements to private corp- 
orations to build large-scale, low-rent 
lousing projects. The inducements in- 
clude 10 years' immunity from any 
•eal property taxes in excess of those 
laid when the property was a slum; 
•ight to condemn property in an area 
iceded for such a development as 
soon as 51 per cent of it has been 
acquired. On the other hand, the 
development corporation is subject 
'.o control by municipal planning ua- 
.horilies, who must approve the build- 
ng and financing plans. 
The Chicago plan is similar, grant- 
ng power of condemnation after 61 
Jer cent of the situ has been ac- 
quired. 


It will be highly interesting to see 


low these plans work out in two 
]f the greatest centers of urban po- 
pulation. The problem is one which 


city faces in some degree, and 


present conditions do not encourage 
ny mass attack upon it by private 
apilal. When present conditions offer 


incentive that will attract in- 


vestment, the only thing to do is to 
hange some of the conditions rc- 
aling lo tax policies, condemnation, 
lanning, financing, and the like. 
That is what New York and Chi- 
ago are trying to do, and every city 
vhich has a blighted area will do 
veil to study carefully the resulxt.

Short, Sharp Fight

NEW YORK - The Commander-in- 


Chief of the U. S. Fleet must live 
with the knowledge that he is the one 
man who could lose (or win) a war 
for America in one afternoon. If two 
giant fleets ever do battle with full 
strength, the fate of the nation may 
be decided in half an hour. 


Because Germany's naval might is 


decidedly inferior to America's it is 
unlikely that a great battle between 
the two fleets would occur should the 
two nations go to war. Hit-and-run 
alack on lines of supply are the best 
strategy for the weaker naval po- 
wer. The U. S. Fleet probably would 
be called on chiefly for blockade 
duty and tracking down raiders. 


Nevertheless, should a combination 


of powers eventually go to war against 
the United States, it is entirely pos- 
sible thai Ihere would occur the.pne 
great bailie at which all the train- 
ing of every sailor—from jack to 
admiral—is aimed and of which ev- 
ery man in the navy dreams. 


Until the two-ocean navy becomes 


a reality, there, is only one complete 
.American Fleet, the Pacific Fleet. 
The Atlanlic and Asialic Fleets are 
such in name only. 


The Pacific Fleet consists of three 


main forces—the Batlle Force, 
Ihe 


Scouling Force and the Base Force. 
The first .two are the fighting units 
of the fleel, but wilhou't the 'third 
they can not operae. 


Included in the Base Force are tl:* 


numberless naval auxiliary ^vessels- 
repair shops, supply ships, various 
fleet tenders. Very vulnerable to at-

New Question for Congress 


Asked by The Star what emergency 


provision could be made for local

"The theory in law is that with the 


appearance of this big federal enter- 
prise the surrounding land will rise 
in value to make good the loss.

new question. Heretofore it was a 
question which interested but few 
slales. 


"Now 
it interests many slales—and 


probably something will be done 
about it. 


"I mighl say that a bill is now be- 


ing proposed in congressional circles 
to require the federal government to 
contribute to local government an 
amount equal to the amount of taxes 
lust by reason of federal acquisition 
pi land. But this deliberation is jusl 
in Ihe preliminary slage." 


Senator Spencer said that where 


100 miles to Ihe rera, are' Ihe air- 
crafl carriers. Directly in front of 
the battleships are several groups of 
light cruisers.

WASHINGTON -(/P)- Undersecre- 


tary of State Sumner Wells Tues- 
day said the government's basic charg- 
es against Germany for the sinking 
of the Robin Moor were "unchanged 
by the arrival of 35 missing survivors 
at Capetown, South Africa." 


Wells said that with evidence avail- 


able, received from survivors 
who 


landed at Brazil last week, and a 
cabled summary expected on the 
testimony of those at Capetown, the 
government soon "would be in a posi- 
tion to reach a final decision on the 
action to be taken." 


Asked if the government's position 


that the submarine violated inter- 
national law was unchanged by the 
arrival at Capetown of the remaining 
survivors, Wells replied that it was 
"identical." 


He said the American consul at 


Capetown had been instructed to take 
deposition from the survivors and 
cable a summary to Washington soon, 


He added that evidence already re- 


ceived from Brazil was considered suf- 
ficient and already under considera- 
tion. 


He did not indicate what 
action 


would be taken but it was consider- 
ed that a stern protest would be 
launched.

The Italian government, 
freezing 


American credits Tuesday, blocked 
all payments on private debts to U. 
S. citizens nnd there was nn of- 
ficial announcement that Germany al- 
so would take necessary measures 
effective immediately, to counteract 
United States action in freezing Ger- 
man funds. 
1st editor, declared the "economic and 


Virginio Gnydn, authoritative Fnsc- 


finnncinl action against Italy nnd Ger- 
many constituted an open declaration 
of nn economic war which mlgh 
later lead to nctual war." 


The comment cnmc shortly befori
